
GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

It ia a settled fashion with the New York tnrf 
scribes to roast Jockey Fred Littlefield. Whether 
ahorse he rides may chance to win or lose makes 
bat little difference to Littlefield. In either 
case he seldom escapes harsh criticism. It is a 
fortunate circumstance for the rider that bis 
employers, A. H. & D. H. Morris and Wyndham 
Walden, are not of the same opinion as his hos- 
tile critics. 

The latest attack on Littlefield was with refer- 
ence to his riding of Filigrane on Tuesday, when 
Half Time beat him. Mr. Morris has made pub- 
lic a letter he has written Littlefield, in which 
he states that he has no fault to find with Fred’s 
riding of Filigrane. If he thought the ride 
was a bad one he would be the first one to say 
so. In order to show his confidence Mr. Mor- 
ris hnris defiance at Littlefield’s assailants and 
at the owners of other three-year-olds as well. 
Here is a proposition he makes: He will race 
Filigrane againBt any other three-year-old in 
the country at equal weights, from one mile to 
four miles, and will wager $5,000 to $20,000 that 
Filigrane wins. He also stipulates that as 
every one believes Littlefield handicaps Fili- 
grane by his riding he will ride Littlefield in 
the match. The challenge, which is formally 
iBeued for him by Mr. Walden, reads as follows: 

“I will run Filigrane against any three-year- 
old in the country, with 120 pounds on each, 
from one mile to four miles, for $5,000 or $20 000. 
Littlefield will ride and weather conditions 
make no difference, the colt being ready to go, 
rain or shine.’’ 

Here is a great chance for the owners of Jean 
Beraud, Ethelbert and Martimas to bring about 
a sensational contest. 

Two Oaks winners, Rush and May Hempstead, 
are to meet again this afternoon at Latonia. 
Rush defeated May Hempstead decisively in 
the Kentucky Oaks at Louisville, but the track 
was very heavy and many attributed her success 
to the condition of the track, she being very 
much at home in such going, while May Hemp- 
stead is not. Their meeting this afternoon has 
been much canvassed at Cincinnati and yester- 
day’s Enquirer says of the race: 

“No race of the meeting will attract more at- 
tention in turf circles than the Oaks, one of the 
richest events of the western turf for three- 
year-old fillies. More than usual interest at- 
taches to to-morrow’s big event from the fact 
that in it May Hempstead and Rush, the best of 
their age and sex in the west, will again meet. 
The defeat of May Hempstead by the McDowell 
crack in the Kentucky Oaks, and the brilliant 
showing made by the famous Patron filly with 
much the worst of the weights in the Decora- 
tion Handicap, will make to-morrow’s big event 
a great drawing card, and if the weather man 
will only give Cincinnati a change from the con- 
ditions of the past two days to a bright after- 
noon, a crowd that will fairly rival that of 
Decoration Day will be on hand to cheer the 
winner of the big race. 

“In the Kentucky Oaks Rush, with 112 pouuds 
up, to May Hempstead’s 117, easily beat Head- 
ley A Norton's filly, the track being sloppy. That 
was the first race, though, that May Hompstead 
had since she had left Memphis several weeks 
before, while Rush had had several good races 
to put her on edge. The Patron fiily has un- 
doubtedly improved a lot since the Louisville 
race, as she showed Tuesday. There are some 
changes in conditions, too, from the Kentucky 
Oaks that will add to the uncertainty of to- 
morrow’s race. Its distance is three-sixteenths 
greater, and furthermore the two fillies will be 
on equal terms as regards weight, each having 
picked up a five-pound penalty, making the 
impost 122 pounds. To-morrow’s race will de- 



termine which of the two is the better. It is not 
to be inferred that they will have the race to 
themselves. There are several others that will 
have a try for the valuable purse, and with 
from five to seventeen pounds less weight than 
the cracks must carry they may cut a consider- 
able figure in the race. There is certainly no 
reason now to think that the Oaks will be any- 
thing like a walkover. 

Touching one phase of racing at St. Louis, the 
Sporting News says: 

“The stai ting of Billy Brusn while above the 
average in point of merit, resulted in more 
agitation for the abolition of the recall flag. 
Kit Chinn, who started last year, favors the re- 
tention of the flag, and in a little discusion 
between him and Sensator O’Brien the latter 
declared emphatically in*favor of ‘no flag." He 
said : ‘I don’t know how you starters look at 
it, but the great majority of the horsemen want 
to see the flag done away with. I have seen 
some good horses ruined by the long delays at 
the post, and it gives too much advantage to 
bad actors. I do not think a bad actor should 
be shown any favors, for every minute that sort 
of a horse keeps a field waiting he is injuring 
properly dispositioned animals. If an owner 
wants a bad-acting horse, let him have him, out 
there is no reason why other horses should 
suffer penalties waiting for one crazy one to get 
off in a good position. 

“The wisdom of the Senator's remarks was 
made evident soon after, when Hindoo’s Dream 
kept bet field at the post nearly a half hour, 
caused one jockey to be thrown and a horse to 
run away, with the final result that the horses 
were sent away one at a time, with the result of 
the race, as far as first money was concerned, 
practically settled by the drop of the flag.” 



A law suit against the aristocratic Ontario 
Jockey Club is an outgrowth of the recent Tor- 
onto meeting. A not uncommon dislike to 
paying lightly incurred forfeits is at the bottom 
of it. The case is thus detailed in a dispatch to 
a Cincinnati newspaper under date of June 1. 
“A writ against the Ontario Jockey Club to re- 
cover $600 was issued this afternoon by the 
widely known Canadian horsemau, John Bren- 
nan. 

“At the recent Woodbine meeting Brennan 
won a couple of thousand dollars in purses and 
stakes, and when it came to a settlement the 
the $600 was withheld and Brennan was told that 
he owed the New York Jockey Club that amount 
in unpaid forfeits on colts bought at the New 
York sales and entered in the Futurity and that 
William Hendne, the backbone of the Ontario 
Club and owner of Martimas, was entitled to 
the money owed him. The question of col- 
lecting these forfeits was under discussion a 
couple of weeks before the races commenced, 
aud John Brennan, J. W. Burrows, A. M. Orpen 
agd others were called before the executive. 
They refused absolutely to pay and stated that 
rather than do so they would leave the track. 

“Nothing farther was said about the matter 
and the horsemen went on and laced. The club 
maintains that the forfeits should be paid, and 
the horsemen say that it is entirely unjust, that 
-the Western Turf Congress refused to collect 
New York debts, and that if the O. J. C. did in- 
tend to make such demands theso should have 
been made when the horses were entered, and 
not after they had raced and won. The case is 
causing intense interest here, as a victory for 
the club will mean the withdrawal of many 
horsemen who in former years have been promi- 
nent at Woodbine. Brennan is being backed by 
the shrewdest turfman in Canada, A. M. Orpen.’’

Thursday, June 8— The Manhanset Bihl c-. for 
two-year-olds, and the May Stakes for t.‘ roi- 
y ear-olds, 

Saturday, June 10 — The Great Amerir’-ii 
Stakes, for two-year-olds, and the Broadway 1 
Stakes, for three-year-olds. 

Monday, June 12— The Falcon Stakes, for 
three-year-olds, and the Greater New York 
Steeplechase Handicap, for three-year-olds and 
upward. 

Tuesday, dune 13 — The Hanover Stakes, for 
two-year-olds, and the Gazelle Stakes, for three- 
yaer-old fillies. 

Wednesday, June 14— The Myrtle Stakes, for 
three-year-olds and upward. 

Thursday, June 15 — The Tremont Stakes, for 
two-year-olds, and the Brooklyn Derby, for 
three-year-olds. 

Mr. William Jennings, of Maryland, has 
again become the owner of the little horse 
Sailor King. Last fall be parted with him to 
John McCafferty, who campaigned him witU 
a fair amount of success through the past 
winter at New Orleans. At Morris Park 
McCafferty offered him, with some others 
of his string, for sale by auction. The horse 
failed to elicit a bid, as he was bowed 
from having grabbed himself in his last race. 
Mr. Jennings always had a great partiality for 
the horse, so later on made McCafferty an offer 
for him. It will take several months of rest to 
bring him around again, so Mac was glad enough 
to accept the offer and sent him over to Graves- 
end to his old quarters. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Harry Reed wears a pair of speedy cut boots 
on his knees when racing and working. In his 
race on Tuesday one of the boots slipped and 
fell down to his ankle joint. This may not have 
interfered with him, still it left the kneo un- 
protected und we all know what a sharp thing a 
blow on the inside of the knee would be — 
enough to make any horse cautious about ex- 
tending himself.— Morning Telegraph. 

John E. Madden has purchased his great 
favorite of last year, Plaudit, from W. C. Whit- 
ney and will send him to Kentucky at once to 
be placed in stud service. Admirers of the 
great horse will long regret the lameness that 
deprived Plaudit of what almost surely would 
have been a great career as a four-year-old, 

The track was fast at Sheepshead Bay Wednes- 
day morning, John E. Madden’s recent pur- 
chase, Tillo, worked a mile in l:41i, which 
makes the horse a dangerous candidate for the 
Suburban, for which he is receiving a special 
preparation. 

Corporation Counsel Clark has vouchsafed 
the information that Banastar will not face the 
starter again until the Suburban. This he con- 
fidently expects to win, the twelve pound pen- 
alty incurred in the Brooklyn notwithstanding. 

W. P Norton has sold to John E. Madden the 
suckling bay colt by Albert— Hypocrite (dam of 
Humbug, Dissembler and Admiration), by 
Longfellow. Price private. 

Black Venus has arrived at La Belle Stud. 
After a six weeks' rest she will be sent back 
east and prepared for the fall meetings. 

R Tucker has shipped Isabey, Deering, Jolly 
Roger and the other members of his string from 
Latonia to St. Louis.

The youngster 
always had Rosavannah in a good position, and 
when the deciding struggle came in the stretch 
he used excellent judgment. He had a command- 
ing lead when straightened out and appeared 
to be a sure winner, but about the sixteenth 
post along came Nekarois with a sensational 
rush. Master Knight was not asleep, however, 
ana furthermore did not lose his head. Instead 
of going to the whip and taking a chance of 
falling off, he acted like an old-timer and sat 
down and rode Rosavannah strongly with his 
hands. The consequence was he got the ver- 
dict by a short head. This was an excellent ex- 
ample of the uselessness of the whip. 

The second race was the breaking of the ice 
for Tommy Griffin and Jockey Hamilton. Ma- 
harajah, backea from 24 to 1 into favoritism, 
easily disposed of an ordinary lot of youngsters. 

Clara Mcader, long overdue and with ten 
pounds loss weight than she was advertised to 
carry in the official entries the night before, 
cleverly disposed of Prince Blazes in the third 
event. 

The fourth was the Rosavannah race, and Lo- 
cust Blossom aud Marco Polo took care of the 
fifth and sixth races.
